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Citizens Can Fight Crime n . 
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Police work is often a guessing 
game, but residents can remove some 
of the unknowns which make fighting 
crime that much harder. 
All it takes is a little paint or a small 
purchase at the dime store to insure 
that police officers can find the right 
home or business immediately. 
Chief Duane Kinsey said his officers 
are having a “continuing problem 
identifying addresses.” Although city 
ordinances require num bers on 
houses, 
many 
are 
alm ost 
in­ 
decipherable. 
“We need the number of the house 
or business in plain view in both front 
and back,” Kinsey stressed. “Having 
these numbers to aid us can mean the 
difference of several minutes in 
response time. 
“Painting a number on your house

is a small expenditure considering 
who needs addresses in a hurry— 
police, 
fire and ambulance per­ 
sonnel,” he pointed out. “In many 
emergency situations, even seconds 
count.” 
The chief said that officers often 
have to stop to count houses to find the 
correct address. In the rear, he said, 
it’s “really a guessing game” with no 
numbers showing at all. 
Two units are normally sent to 
answer a night prowler call, he ex­ 
plained, and the officer sent to the 


rear often has a difficult time finding 
the right house quickly, especially on 
curving alleys. 
Kinsey 
recom m ends 
that 
homeowners 
paint 
their 
street 
number on the rear fence or garage 
door. If possible, this should be done in 
a location that gets some light at 
night. 
He also suggests that front ad­ 
dresses be placed on mailboxes if 
located at the street. Addresses are, of 


course, needed on both sides of the 
box. 
In the case of businesses, Kinsey 
urges that the name of the firm as well 
as the address be stenciled on the 
alley door. 
Noting that officers often find doors 
unlocked, Kinsey said the quick 
reference will ensure that the owner 
can be called immediately and that a 
backup unit can get to the right store 
without delay. 
“This is something everyone can do 
to fight crime,” Kinsey concluded. 
“ It’s a small price to pay for the 
benefits that 
may 
result 
in 
an 
emergency. When we’re needed in a 
hurry, even a delay of a minute or two 
while we search for the right address 
could be costly.”

Ailing Agriculture 
Farmers Beg for Aid 


PUEBLO, Colo. (UPI) — With tears 
rolling down the lines in his tanned 
face and his straw cowboy hat clut­ 
ched in front of him, the short stocky 
man pleaded for federal help for 
farmers. 
“I ain’t asking for myself,” said 
Texas 
cattle 
farm er 
Gerald 
McCather, whose voice cracked as he 
described the farmers' 
economic 
plight. “I’m asking for my son. After 
this year, there won’t be no farm for 
him.” 
McCather, who said his farm was in 
North Texas but did not mention his 
hometown, was one of several 
thousand farmers and ranchers who 
left their chores behind them Thur­ 
sday to warn Agriculture Secretary 
Bob Bergland they must be allowed to 
earn a living wage from their lands or 
they will strike. 
Farmers in pickup trucks and 
tractors crowded into the southern 
Colorado city of Pueblo to plead with 
Bergland to fight for a farm policy 
that would at least allow them to 
break even on their crops. 
Police, busy handling traffic jams 


created by the angry farm ers, 
estimated that 3,000 people crowded 
into the Pueblo Memorial Hall to vent 
their anger and their fears. 
Streets around the hall were 
clogged with cars from Nebraska, 
Texas, 
Kansas, 
Colorado 
and 
Oklahoma. There was a 
line of 
tractors several blocks long and one 
red dumpster, loaded with manure 
had 
a 
sign 
reading: 
“This 
Is 
Agriculture’s Profit.” 
There were other banners across 
the farm equipment, including one 
which read: “We Love America, We 
Love Our Soil, But Without Profit, It’s 
Useless to Toil.” Another warned: “ If 
Agriculture Strikes, Hunger Will 
Strike You.” 


Farmers and ranchers said they 
were supporting a newly formed 
group called American Agriculture 
which has threatened to call 
a 
nationwide strike if Congress fails to 
provide them with a break-even price 
for crops 
Farmers, clad in their workclothes 
and working boots, came from 24 
states, some from as far away as New 


Jersey and Delaware. Bergland, a 
former Minnesota farmer, discarded 
his coat and tie as he stood on the 
stage for 2V2 hours listening to the 
angry complaints.

Prairie Dog Lovers Work 
To Save Doomed Colony 


LOVELAND, Colo. (UPI) — Karen and Keith Rutledge have about a dozen 
prairie dogs left to go before construction can begin on a vacant lot on the east 
side of town. 
The couple began trapping the furry rodents last week after learning of plans to 
build on the lot — the site of a small prairie dog colony. They have captured 22 
and say they have 12 to 15 prairie dogs left to go. 
“ My wife got the idea two months ago that instead of the little animals just 
dying there, it would be better to move them,” Rutledge said. 
The colony is located on a vacant lot hemmed in by stores, a highway and 
apartments. The couple borrowed 12 traps from a man in Greeley after 
discovering an abandoned prairie dog colony on the Pawnee National Grasslands 
east of Ault — about two hours away. 
Rutledge said he and his wife, a student of deaf education at the University of 
Northern Colorado, then had to get approval for the trapping operation 
“ If you went out there and killed them, no one would complain,” Rutledge said 
“But to move them — our phone bill between Loveland and Denver was just 
phenomenal.”

Astronauts 
WiU Test 
‘Enterprise’ 


EDWARDS AIR FORCE BASE, 
Calif. (UPI) — The space shuttle 
Enterprise makes another test flight 
today with two astronauts aboard — 
this time to try out a sophisticated 
landing approach system that puts 
computers in charge much of the 
time. 
Astronauts Fred liaise and Gordon 
Fullerton, who made the first free 
flight on Aug 12, planned to take the 
controls for only about one minute of 
today’s five-minute flight, the third in 
the free flight test series. 
The 
automated system was to guide it for 
the first four minutes. 
The system , called Microwave 
Scanning Beam Landing S y s t e m , 
relies on microwave transmissions 
from the spacecraft to ground points, 
which guide the 75-ton shuttle through 
the atmosphere to a sharply defined 
landing location. 
For the last minute of the flight, 
Haise and Fullerton, will manually 
guide the shuttle to its final approach 
and landing on a dry lake bed runway 
at Edwards Air Force Base in the 
Mojave Desert. 
TTie automated landing system will 
be used on return flights of the shuttle 
from its trips to outer space, carrying 
men and equipment, in the early 1980s 
and beyond. 
The Enterprise is the prototype of 
the spaceship scientists believe will be 
in the forefront of the United State’s 
space program.

degrees and withhold the 
water It should bloom if you 
treat it right in the winter. 
“ The 
best 
rule 
for 
watering is: When in doubt, 
don’t.” 
Cacti at one time were 
considered by many persons 
as spiny, ugly plants found 
only in the barren areas of 
the southwest United States 
and Mexico. In recent years 
their popularity has grown 
markedly with clubs for­ 
ming throughout the nation, 
and many household gar­ 
deners turning from foliage 
plants 
to cacti 
and 
suc­ 
culents. 
“ They’ve come into their 
own because people realize 
the 
beauty 
of 
the 
spine 
form ation 
and 
the 
flow ering,” M rs. Demzik 
said. “ Our club has over 200 
m embers, 
and 
there’s 
probably 30 to 35 such clubs 
around the nation. 
“ The National Association 
of Cactus Growers had its 
annual convention last May 
in 
Tucson 
and 
attracted 
people from all over the 
world.” 
Mrs. Demzik said she was 
“ great with plastic plants 
until I came onto cacti.” She 
said 
one 
advantage 
to 
growing cactus is the har­ 
diness of the plant. 
She said the 
best 
soil 
mixture for cacti is about 
equal parts of ordinary 
potting soil and coarse sand 
and gravel to allow for a 
gritty texture that drains 
well 


Many 
homeowners 
con­ 
tinue to be interested in 
getting good blue or pink 
color 
in 
their 
hydrangea 
flowers, says Ja m e s R 
Kisinger, county agent with 
the 
Texas 
A g ricultu ral 
Extension Service. 
Actually, no single method 
will give satisfactory results 
every time. First you must 
consider the variety. Only 
the 
common 
florist 
or 
French hydrangea has the 
ability to change color. Even 
here there is considerable 
variation within the species 
in regard to the quality of 
color, 
and 
sometimes 
no 
amount of soil manipulation 
w ill 
induce 
the 
white 
hydrangeas to change color. 
One 
must 
have 
a 
knowledge of the flower’s 
growth habit to provide the 
proper environment for the 
desired color. The 
florist 
hydrangea forms its flower 
buds in late fall after the 
night tem perature drops 
below 65 degrees F. 
Flower buds are usually 
formed at the branch ter­ 
minals. Any pruning needed 
must be done as soon as 
plants finish flowering and 
before 
new 
buds 
are 
initiated. In most years 
flower buds will be able to 
withstand 
winter 
tem ­ 
peratures 
without 
protec­ 
tion, except in the Panhandle 
area. 


Flower color is controlled 
by the amount of aluminum 
that is available to the plant, 
points out the county agent. 
Almost all soils have ample 
amounts of aluminum, but 
unless the soil pH is low 
(acidic) the aluminum is in a 
form unavailable to the 
plant. 
To produce blue plants, 
maintain a soil pH of 5.5 or 
lower. In alkaline soils or 
soils 
that 
are 
high 
in 
phosphorus, 
apply 
a 
2-»/2 
percent 
solution 
of 
aluminum sulfate every two 
weeks after growth starts in 
spring until flowers start to 
show color. 
Dissolve one 
pound of aluminum sulfate 
in five gallons of water and 
apply to the soil, using about 
one gallon of solution per 
plant every two weeks. 
In highly alkaline soils it

good 
clear 
blue 
unless 
hydrangeas are grown 
in 
containers where soil and 
water can be more easily 
controlled. Supply nitrogen 
in the form of ammonium 
sulfate as an aid in keeping 
the soil acid. 
Fo r pink flowers, 
use 
fertilizers having am ple 
phosphorus and keep the soil 
pH 
at 
6.5 
or 
higher 
(alkaline). 
If the soil 
is 
naturally 
acid, 
apply 
limestone to raise the pH of 
the soil. 
If the soil pH is allowed to 
fluctuate too much during 
the spring growing season, 
flowers can become a rather 
muddy or pinkish blue. 
For distinct blue flowers, 
remember to keep the soil 
acid, keep the phosphorus 
levels 
low, 
and 
apply 
nitrogen 
in 
the 
form 
of 
ammonium sulfate. If pink 
flowers are wanted, keep soil 
neutral to slightly alkaline 
and use a complete fertilizer 
containing 
rather 
high 
amounts of phosphorus. 
R e m e m b e r 
t h a t 
hydrangeas need plenty of 
moisture during the growing 
season to produce large 
attractive flowers and large 
leaves. If soil is allowed to 
become too alkaline, the iron 
in the soil becomes insoluble 
and plants will be chlorotic.

D EA R MRS. O W. - Soft drink spots are tricky in 


that they may appear to be colorless at the time but 
later turn yellow or brown. Cool water should always be 
sponged on them at the time of the accident. If it looks 
stained, sponge with equal parts of alcohol and water 
and then rinse out. You might try rubbing glycerine into 
your stain, leave on about 30 minutes, rinse out with 
clear water and then launder, using hot suds if possible. 
Of course, any stain removal treatment is subject to the 
effect on a particular fabric and its color, so always test 
first. - P O L L Y . 


DEAR POLLY — Save three two-pound size coffee cans, cut 
the bottoms out of two cans (an electric can opener will make 
a nice smooth cut) and then stack all three, on on top of the 
other with, of course, the one that is intact at the bottom.

Farmers Must Consider 
Factors Before Planting 


For a 
T exas 
farm er, 
deciding what and how much 
to produce is no simple 
decision, 
says Jam es 
R. 
Risinger, county agent with 
the 
Texas 
A gricultural 
Extension Service. 
Nowadays any farm er who 
wants to make a profit has to 
take a lot of things into 
consideration before making 
any decisions. 
He m ust 
analyze not only the market 
situation in the U.S., but the 
m arket outlook in the world 
and how it 
will 
affect 
whatever crop or crops he 
intends to produce. 
For example, 
before a 
wheat producer plants his 
crop, he should look at the 


current and projected prices 
of grain in the U.S. and the 
world. What price can he 
expect at harvest time? How 
much grain is being con­ 
sumed in the U.S.? 
The 
w orld? Are w orld grain 
stocks high or low? Will 
foreign 
countries 
be 
producing m ore or less 
grain ? 
Is 
the 
export 
potential for grain good or 
bad? 
O ther things producers 
should 
consider 
when 
making production decisions 
include long-range weather 
fo recasts, the 
projected 
world birth rate and the 
possible effects of govern­ 
ment program s on m arket

conditions. 
Only when a producer has 
analyzed all 
relevant 
in­ 
formation can he make wise 
management decisions on 
crop production, says the 
county agent. Then he can 
estim ate how much it will 
cost to produce the crop and 
how much profit he can 
expect. 
Decisions must also be 
made on various cultural 
practices, such as the use of 
fertilizer and herbicides, 
when and how to m arket the 
crop, and whether or not to 
use forw ard or fu tu res 
contracts. 


To m ake the best decisions 
in all these cases, Risinger 
points out the necessity for 
keeping good production and 
cash flow records. 


W ithout good reco rd s, 
farm ers are just ‘shooting in 
the 
d a rk ’ 
in 
m aking 
m anagem ent decisions, he 
said. Records of past years 
will hopefully reflect where 
improvements can be made. 
And cash flow records are 
essential for establishing a 
good credit rating. Credit 
agencies often place a lot of 
emphasis on accurate cash 
flow records when granting 
loans. 
S o u n d 
m a n a g e m e n t 
decisions backed by good 
records are vital to a suc­ 
cessful farm ing operation.

for weed killer. Apply 2. 4-D 
to kill broadleaf weekds, and 
DSMA or MSMA to get rid of 
c r a b g r a s s . 
T h e y ' r e 
available at hardware stores 
and garden shops Do this 
two to three weeks before 
you plant the new grass. 
If you haven’t put any lime 
on your lawn for four to six 
years, apply 50 to 75 pounds 
per 1,000 square feet of lawn. 
At the sam e time, spread 
ten to fifteen 
pounds 
of 
fertilizer 
per 
thousand 
square feet now. and again 
in October. This will help the 
lawn develop strong roots 
even though the grass itself 
has almost stopped growing. 
When you are ready to 
plant the seed, loosen the soil 
in the bare spots and work 
some organic m aterial like 
peat 
moss into it. 
Seed 
perennial grass, 
such 
as 
bluegrass and red fescue, in 
bare areas and rake it in 


lightly. Keep the soil moist 
until the seedlings are well 
established. 
This 
m ay 
require watering the area a 
couple of times a day. 
And 
w hile 
you’re 
renovating, don’t ignore the 
rest of the lawn. Keep the 
grass cut, but not too short. 
Bluegrasses should be cut no 
shorter than one-and-a half 
inches, and bent grasses no 
less than three-quarters of 
an inch. 
Don’t let the lawn get too 
long 
betw een 
m owings. 
Cutting off more than half of 
the leaf area can do damage. 
And you should continue to 
mow the lawn until it stops 
growing for the winter. 
Perm itting grass to stay 
long during 
the 
w inter 
months may sm other the 
grass, and give insects and 
lawn diseases a place to hid. 
If you are starting a lawn 
from scratch, dig up the 
whole area and add organic 


m aterial. Spread ground 
lim estone 
and 
super- 
phospate and mix it in. Then 
grade it so there won’t be 
any spots where water can 
collect. A gentle slope away 
from the house is best. Rake 
it several times and before 
the final raking add fer­ 
tilizer. 
Spread half the grass seed 
from east to west and the 
other half north to south to 
make sure you cover every 
spot. 
R ake lightly, 
roll 
lightly, and water. Be sure 
the seedlings stay moist until 
the lawn is established. 
And there you have it— 
instant lawn, almost.

What you buy depends, of 
course, on the size of your 
fireplace, and how long you 
want to take to get your fire 
going. Most wood won’t burn 
if it’s freshly cut, so pur­ 
ch ase 
wood 
that 
is 
reasonably 
dry, 
or 
“seasoned.” The surest way 
of having dry wood is to 
purchase it several months 
before you’ll use it. 
Choosing the kind of wood 
for your fireplace can be as 
individualistic as choosing a 
wine or cheese. Each kind of 
wood 
can 
give 
you 
som ething 
different 
in 
arom a or heat value. 


Softwoods 
like 
pine, 
spruce, and fir, will catch 
fire easily and will burn 
rapidly with a hot flame. 
Since a fire made entirely of 
softwoods will burn out 
quickly, it requires frequent 
attention and replenishment. 
This is the kind of wood to 
use if you want a quick 
warming fire or a short fire 
that will burn out before you 
go to bed or before you step 
out for the evening. 
For a long lasting fire it’s 
best to use the hardwoods 
such as ash, beech, birch, 
maple, and oak. These burn 
less vigorously than soft­ 
woods and with a shorter 
flame. Oak gives the most 
uniform and shortest flames 
and will give you steady, 
glowing coals. 
If

looking for, you’ll want the 
woods of fruit trees, such as 
apple and cheery, and nut 
trees such as beech, hickory 
and pecan.
